The final rejection was been withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 25, 31 and 39 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claims 25 and 31 recited N1< N2, this appears to be a typographical error. The 
specification recites in paragraph [0024] that N1>N2. 

In claim 25, line 8 "about" should be changed to - -above- -. 

Claim 39 depends upon a rejected claim. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 30 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

With regards to claim 30, applicant states, "...the interface section is a resistive 
interface section comprising at least first and second resistor in series." Claim 29 
already establishes the interface section as a resistive interface section (line 7 of claim 
29). Examiner suggest the following correction: 

30. A bi-directional access point according to claim 29, wherein the i nterfaco 
s e ction i s a resistive interface section comprising at least first and second resistors in 
series. 
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Claim 36 recites the limitation "the access connection point " in line 8. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Applicant also recite a winding tap in line 10, is the tap the same transformer tap 
recited in line or a different tap? 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 24-29, 31-35, 37-39 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: With regards to claims 25-28 and 31-34, the prior art of record does not 
disclose or fairly teach the transformer winding comprising N1 turns above the winding 
tap and N2 turns below the winding tap, where N1> N2. With regards to claims 29 and 
35, the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly teach the interface section being a 
resistive interface section. With regards to claims 37-39, the prior art of record does not 
disclose or fairly teach The impedance boost is commensurate with a preselected tap 
value ranging between -10dB and -30dB.
